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INFAMOUS LEGISLATION, 


THE House of Representatives in the 
United States, on the 13th of Janu- 
ary passed, without division, what is 
known as the Edmunds-Tucker Anti- 
Polygamy Bill, a bill aimed at the des- 


truction not only of the liberties of the 


Latter-day Saints, but at the very ex- 
istence of the Church of Jesus Christ. 
The main features of the Bill are 
these :— 

In all cases of prosecution for polyg- 
amy or unlawful cohabitation, the 
lawful wife or husband is made a 
competent witness—All witnesses in 
the cases mentioned above being sub- 
ject to attachment to compel their 
immediate attendance as a witness 
without previously being subpoened, 
when on the oath or affirmation of 
two credible witnesses that there is 
reasonable ground to believe that said 
witness will not obey a subpcna— 
Female franchise is abolished—Polyg- 
amy and polygamous association 1s 
declared a felony and punished by 
imprisonment from one to five years, 
and the continuance of polygamous 
association after the commencement 
of any prosecution or other legal pro- 


ceeding shall constitute a new offense 
and is punishable as aforesaid—Phe 
Territorial laws incorporating the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints are annulled, and the Attorne 

General is ordered to institute suc 

proceedings in the courts as may be 
necessary to dissolve the aforesaid 
corporation, to pay its debts, and dis- 
pose of its property according to law 
—People convicted of polygamy and 
unlawful cohabitation may appeal 
from the Territorial Courts to the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
—“Every male person over twenty- 
one years of age resident in the Terri- 
tory shall appear before the clerk of 
the probate court of the county where- 
in he resides, and register himself by 
his full name, with his age, place of 
business, his status, whether single or 
married, and if married, the name of 
his lawfal wife, and shall take and 
subscribe an oath, to be filed in said 
court, stating the facts aforesaid, and 
that he will support the Constitution 
of the United States, and will faith- 
fully obey the laws thereof, and espe- 
cially will obey the law aforesaid ap- 
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proved March 22, 1882, and this act, 


in respect of the crimes in said acts 
defined and forbidden: and that he 


will not directly or indirectly aid, 


abet, counsel, or advise any other per- 
son to commit the same. No person 
not so registered, or who shall have 
been convicted of any crime under this 
act or under ‘An act to amend sec- 
tion 5352 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States, in reference to big- 
amy, and for other purposes,’ approved 
March 22, 1882, or who shall be a pol- 
ygamist, or shall associate or cohabit 
polygamously with persons of the 
other sex, or who shall not take and 
subscribe the oath aforesaid, shall be 
entitled to vote in any election in the 
Territory, or be capable of jury ser- 
vice, or to hold any office of trust or 
emolument in the Territory’—The 
members of the upper house of the 
Territorial legislature, thirteen in 
number, are to be appointed by the 
President by and with the advice of 
the Senate—All Territorial, county, 
district and even municipal officers 
are to be appointed as follows: The 
President shall have power to nomi- 
nate and, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, to appoint all 
judges and selectmen of the county 
und probate courts for the term of 
two years. The said courts shall ap- 
point their clerks, recorders, and re- 
gisters of deeds, wills, and other pa- 
— by law — to be recorded. 

he Governor, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the council, shall 
have power to appoint all justices of 
the peace, all sheriffs, constables, and 
other county and district officers, and 
all other officers of the Territory not 
herein otherwise provided for. 

But very little time was given for 
the consideration of this infamous 
legislation, two hours only bein 
granted to those who opposed the bi 
to be divided as they thought proper 
among themselves and the Delegate 
{from Utah, Hon. John T. Caine. 

We here give extracts from Mr. 
Caine’s speech, and only regret that 
our space will not permit us to publish 
it in extenso. Mr. Caine said: 

Mr. Speaker, it is a work of super- 
cerogation to point out the enormities 
vf this proposed legislation, which, 
while professing to be for the sup- 
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pression of polygamy in the Territo 
of Utah, is actually a measure intend- 
ed to suppress the Mormon Church 
and place its a apy in the hands of 
receiver. nder ordinary circum- 
stances I would content myself with 
entering a furmal a, serenely 
confident that enlightened mankind 
throughout the world will in due time 
| condemn such legislation as wrong in 
theory, violative of fundamental con- 
stitutional provisions, undemocratic 
and un-American, and wantonly des- 
tructive of the dearest, most sacred 
rights of humanity. There has never 
yet been a wanton exercise of arbitrary 
power, whether by unrestrained ex- 
ecutive authority or by prejudice- 
impelled legislative enactment, which 
did not, as time rolled on, bring its 
own revenges. This bill rudely over- 
rides and sets at _— the eternal, 
the immutable principles upon which 
the common rights of men are bot- 
tomed. Do you flatter yourselves that 
you can wit trifle with the 
rights of your fellow-men? Do you 
sacrifice your own sense of right and 
justice, and bend your better judg- 
ment to the demands of a false public 
sentiment, which owes its existence 
to two unworthy sources—religious 
intolerance and bigotry—and the arts 
of unscrupulous, designing, self-seek- 
ing men whose only object is the 
_ plundering of my people, and hope 
that you and your posterity will es- 
cape the penalty that heretofore has, 
sooner or later, been visited upon thuse 
wilfully breaking the unchangeable 
laws governing the destinies of nations? 
France to-day still pays, as for long 
yo she has been paying, the penalty 
or the revocation of the Edict of 
Nantes. That wanton act, as short- 
sighted as it was arbitrary, as sense- 
less as it was wicked, drove beyond 
on borders of France a million of 
sou 


comprising some of the best 
bluod and best intellects of the French 
The Protestant Emegres, 
riven homes in Fran 
stripped o eir property, carri 
with them to En land. to German . 
and to the wilds of America, not only 
their religion, but that training and 
discipline of mind which the school 
of adversity always teaches, and to- 
day you can oe on the brightest 
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pages of the histories of the coun- 
tries receiving the refugees the great 
achievements wrought by them. Eng- 
land owes to them and their posterity 
much, very much, of her pre-eminence 
in the world’s commerce. Germany 
is their debtor both in the arts of 
peace and of war. Strike from your 
galaxy of statemen and warriors, from 
your roll of great men in all the walks 
of life, the names of French Hugue- 
nots and their descendants, and see 
what a void there would be! 

England lost in great part what she 
gained through her kindly reception 
of the persecuted fleeing from other 
lands by her impolitic and atrocious 
treatment of Puritan Englishmen and 
Catholic Irishmen. Had she been 
content with gee the Puritans 
from her own soil, and not sought to 
impose unwarrantable restraints upon 
them in the homes they had estab- 
lished on this continent, it is possible 
that to-day all English-speaking peo- 
ple would be united under one gov- 
ernment—the grandest and greatest 
uponearth. The condition of Ireland 
to-day attests most eloquently the in- 
contestible fact that legislation like 
this you propose to enact never has 
and never will accomplish aught but 
the creation of a plague spot in the 
body-politic, which in her case has 
festered for many centuries, and is at 
this moment the dominant issue in 
English politics. 

Do you say I am presumptuous in 
comparing the despised Mormons with 
the French Huguenots, the English 
Puritans, and the Cathulic Irishmen? 
In numbers we will probable not 
equal either, and yet there are nearly 
a quarter of a million who hold that 
religious belief in the United States. 
This bill strikes at the property of the 
Mormon Church, and poceowss a test 
oath to professors of the Mormon 
faith. It is true that our religious 
establishment is only fifty-six years 
old, but in that short period our peo- 

le have been driven from three States 

y mob violence, our property des- 
troyed, our prophet and leaders mur- 
dered in cold blood, and forty-one 
years ago we had, in the dead of 
winter, to leave our homes on the east 
bank of the Mississippi River, which we 


had won by honest toil, and make an 
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unparalleled pilgrimage of more than 
1,500 miles, across trackless plains and 
unknown mountains, to find beyond 
the pale of civilization a new abiding 
place. We found a desert land not 
then the domain of the United States. 
The first act of the pioneer band, 
nearly all of whom came of food New 
England, Pennsylvania, and New York 
stock, was to hoist the Stars and 
Stripes and take possession in the 
name of the United States, a Govern- 
ment which we then believed and still 
believe to be of divine origin. This 
country was at war with Mexico. The 
Mormons, driven from their homes on 
the banks of the Mississippi, and liv- 
ing in tents and rude huts, scattered 
in camps along the way from the Mis- 
sissippi to the Missouri, had been 
especially appealed to by the Presi- 
dent to furnish a battalion of five 
hundred men to make a forced march 
across the continent and help seize 
and hold California. The appeal was 
responded to, although it required 
every fifth man to abandon his family 
at the outset of an enforced journey, 
long, arduous, and perilous, but whi- 
ther no one then knew, save that their 
tabernacle was to be set up some- 
where beyond the Rocky Mountains. 
In making this heroic sacrifice, as 
in hoisting the flag of their country 
on the mountain peak overlookin 
the valley of Great Salt Lake, an 
taking possession in the name of the 
United States, the Mormon pilgrims 
were simply doing their duty. hey 
believed and taught then, as they be- 
lieve and teach to-day, that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States was 
founded by men who were inspired of 
God. It mattered not what they had 
suffered at the hands of lawless men 
or wherein those in authority had 
failed to do their duty, the Mormon 
religion imposed upon those who ac- 
cepted the faith the sacred obligation 
of supporting, defending, and aggran- 
dizing that Government, the estab- 
lishment of which was but part of the 
latter-day dispensation. 
The achievements of the Mormons 
~ for themselves. They found a 
esert region in the interior of the 
continent, which the few white men 
who had theretofore penetrated pro- 
nounced an uurecilaimable waste. | 
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Hostile savages held the then sup- 

sed to be only habitable places 
round about. Almost 2,000 miles of 
plains and mountains, uninhabited, 
save by warlike savage nomads, separ- 
ated us from the eastern frontier line. 
Between Great Salt Lake Valley and 
the few scattered Spanish settlements 
on the Pacific, more than 800 miles of 
still more inhospitable deserts and 
rugged mountains intervened. The 
history of mankind does not afford 
another such example of a people, 
stripped of all their possessions, and 
with the scantiest possible provision, 
successfully accomplishing so marvel- 
ous an undertaking. Within less than 
two years, more than five thousand 
souls made the pilgrimage from the 
banks of the Mississippi to Great Salt 
Lake Valley, growing on the way their 
provisions, and making the raiment 
with which they were clothed. What 
was endured during that exodus, the 
awful suffering from hunger, until 
the first year’s crops were grown and 
matured in the valley, would require 
a far more eloquent tongue than mine 
to adequately describe. Men and wo- 
men who were children then, will tell 
you that even now they experience in 
dreams an after-taste of the pangs of 
hunger gnawing at their vitals through 
the long and dreary winter of 1847-48. 
All stores were held under strict 

ard, and meager rations meted out. 

ut for the kindly assistance of the 
scarcely-better provided Indians, who 
taught our people to find, dig, and 
cook wild roots, starvation would have 
been the lot of all the weak and ail- 


in 

Those of you who have made the 
journey across the t plains, over 
the Rocky Mountains, and through 
the great valley in palace cars, and 
seen the wonders wrought by the per- 
industry, and the thrift 
of the Mormons, can have only the 
faintest idea of what the transforma- 
tion has cost the people whom you 
now deliberately propose to turn over 
to insatiable spoilers, 

I hazard nothing, Mr. Speaker, 
when I make the statement that but 
for the Mormons the building of the 
Union and Central Pacific Railroads 
wou'd have been an utter impossi- 
bility. More than that, sir, but for 
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| the work of reclamation, accomplished 


in two short years among the drear 
wastes of Salt Lake Valley, the Cali- 
fornia and Oregon pioneers of 1849 
and succeeding years could not have 
made the overland journey from the 
Missouri to the Pacific. We marked 
out the way, built the roads, bridged 
the streams, established ferries, and 
along the line planted settlements. 

I repeat, sir, that not only would 
the construction of a continental iron 
highway have been indefinitely post- 
poned, save for the Mormon settle- 
ments in the inter-mountain region, 
but, to-day, all that vast region, now 
populous, gridironed with railroads, 
yielding millions upon millions in the 
products of mines and of soil, would 
be scarcely better known than it was 
forty years ago. 

It the material work accomplished 
by the Mormons has been such as to 
challenge the admiration of the world, 
their political, moral, and intellectual 
achievements have been none the less 
remarkable. They have not only re- 
claimed waste places deemed irre- 
claimable before their advent; they 
have not only subdued nature and 
made the desert to blossom as a gar- 
den of flowers; they have not only 
built cities and towns, railroads and 
telegraph lines, but they have dotted 
the land they won from sterility 
everywhere with school-houses and 

laces of worship. It is our proud. 

oast that but few of the oldest States 
in this Union can show a less per- 
centage of illiteracy than the Mormon 
population of Utah. There is no com- 
munity on the face of this earth where 
so large a percentage of the heads of 
families own their homes. Ninety 

er cent. of Mormon heads of families 
in Utah own the houses they live in 
and the lands they cultivate! Of all 
' the States and Territories in the Union 
there are but thirteen showing a lower 
percentage of total population who 
can not read, Connecticut having the 
same as Utah, 3.37 per cent. The 
money raised fur school pu in 
Utah is greater in amount than the 
school funds of three States, and of 
any of the Territories, save Dakota. 
And more than that, sir, not one dollar 
of the school fund, by far the larger 
part of which comes from Mormon 
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tax-payers, is used for sectarian pur- 
, ! The school books of the pub- 
ic schools of Utah are as absolutely 
free from Mormon teachings as are 
those used in the District of Columbia. 

The only successful attempts, un- 
aided by the General Government, to 
reclaim Indians from a savage state 
and teach them the arts of peace, and 
make them thrifty agriculturists and 
useful citizens, have been the work of 
_ the Mormon Church and its mission- 
aries. I assert only that which I 
know to be true when I declare that 
on more than one occasion the Mor- 
mons have prevented costly Indian 
wars, not ouly in Utah, but in the 
adjoining Territories. 

One of the many slanders so indus- 
triously spread abroad concerning my 
people, is the statement that the great 
mass of them are densely ignorant. 
Sir, the official statistics give the lie 
most emphatically to this reckless as- 
sertion. Has the State of Connecticut 
a densely ignorant population? But 
three and thirty-seven hundredths of 
the inhabitants of the State of Con- 
necticut can not read. Precisely the 
sime proportion of the people of Utah 
in 1880 could not read. 

Another unfounded slander spread 
abroad most industriously by our ene- 
mies is the charge that the population 
of Utah is largely made up of foreign- 
ers, who are igaorant and unfit to be 
citizens of the United States. What 
do the statistics prove? According to 
the census of 1880 the total population 
of Utah was 143,963. Of this num- 
ber 74,509 were males, and 69,454 
females—the males outnumbering the 
females by 5,045. Of the total popu- 
lation 99,969 were native-born, and 
only 43,994 foreign-born. There were 
52,189 native-born males and 44,780 
native-born females; and the foreign- 
born males were 22,320and the foreigu- 
born females 21,674. While the pro- 
portion of the foreiga-born population 
of Idaho is 44,062 to 100,000; of Wis- 
consin, 44,548; §California, 51,217; 
Mionesota, 52,168; Dakota, 62,117; 
Arizona, 65,798; Nevada, 70,065; in 
Utah it is only 44,062. In Dakota, 
Oregon, New Rhode Is- 


land, Michigan, Maine, Massachusetts, 
Washington, Culo- 
exico, the foreiga- 


Florida, Arka 
radu and New 
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born population increased during the 
decade preceding the census of 1880, 
from which these statistics are taken; 
in Utah it had decreased, and Utah 
showed a more rapid decrease in its 
foreign-born population during the 
riod named than twenty nine of the 
tates and the District of Columbia. 

Mr. Speaker, I assert without fear 
of successful contradiction that there 
is not upon the face of the globe ano- 
ther agricultural and pastoral com- 
munity where the average of general 
intelligence is so high, where so small 
@ percentage of men, women and chil- 
dren can not read. This is not an 
idle boast. If I dared to trespass 
upon your time and your patience I 
could bring overwhelming proof of 
my assertion. It is the univeral ver- 
dict of the intelligent and unbiased 
observers who have visited Utah and 
gone among her people. 

The fact that the Mormon people 
have, in a high degree, capacity for 
self-government, is attested by their 
history. I defy any impartial student 
of institutional history to take up the 
legislative enactments of the Terri- 
torial Assembly of Utah, beginnin 
with our provisional government, an 
coming down to date, and fail to pro- 
nounce the highest encomium upon 
the wisdom, the fairness, the justness 
and equity of the Mormon govern- 
ment of Utah. 

A gentleman who has devoted 
to a critical study of their ecclesiastic 
and political institutions says: 


The wisdom of their leading men has been

Mutual assistance, mutual forbear- 
ance, unity of sentiment, unity of sym- 
pathy, love of God, love of fellow men, and 
abealete reliance on Divine Providenc 
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were the foundations of the community. 
Co-operation of communities was the guid- 
i rinciple of the State. 

e result is a model local government. 
The Territory is absolutely without debt. 
The expenses of administration are reduced 
to the minimum. ‘Taxation on a very low 
valuation, is, for Territorial purposes, three 
mills on the dollar. Property in Salt Lake 
City, with its 30,000 ple, and all its 
public improvements, has a debt of less 
than $200,000, created to build an irriga- 
ting canal twenty-six miles long, and the 
rate of taxation, Territorial, school, county 
and municipal, is only seventeen mills on 
the dollar. A model school system is 
maintained without sectarianism. The per- 
cen of illiteracy is three-tenths of 1 per 
cent. less than that of Massachusetts, and 
one-tenth of 1 per cent. greater than that 


of Vermont. 
There is no agricultural community on 
the face of the globe where you can meet so 
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many traveled and educated men as you 
will in the different Mormon settlements of 
Utah. You will cease to wonder at this 
statement when you are told that every 
year the Church calls upon a large number 
of young men to go “without scrip and 
without purse,” as missionaries to all lands. 
These men are gone on an ave of three 
years. ‘They preach the Gospel, learn lan- 
guages, take note of all they see and hear. 
The Mormon is inquisitive as well as ac- 
quisitive. He is cautious, secretive and 
prudent, because the world looks at him 
askance. Shrewd at making a bargain, his 
word is as good as his bond. There is no 
trade so eagerly sought after as that of the 
Mormon merchant. They are scrupulonsly 
honest, pay invariably 100 cents to the 
dollar, and mind their own business. 


Such, Mr. Speaker, is the testimony 
of a disinterested observer.

INDUSTRIAL 


EDUCATION. 


WHEN the late President Brigham 
Young announced his views on the 
necessity of industrial training as an 
essential feature of proper education, 
he was assailed by his enemies, here 
and elsewhere, as an ignorant utilita- 
rian who had no ideas above material 
eno and who wanted to keep the 

ople in a condition of servitude. 

e infamous paper in this city which 
makes a speciality of attacking every- 
thing that comes from a “ Mormon,” 
was specially jeering and abusive. It 
declared that all President Young de- 
sired in the way of education was to 
teach a boy how to saw off the end of 
a board, and a girl how to sweep out 
a kitchen. 

But we notice that the very ideas 
which that great statesman and _ poli- 
tical economist expressed on this sub- 

ect are being adopted and advocated 
y the friends of education all over 
the country. Industrial training, as 
a part of school instruction, is having 
a veritable boom. It is beginning to 
be perceived, as President Young 
affirmed, that mere intellectual cul- 
ture is insufficient. That it raises up 
an army of aspirants for office and 
positions: where manual labor is not 
needed, and supplies no artizans or 
mechanics, and no physical toilers for 


the very basis of cme society. The 
head is running away from the hand, 
and the brain is cultivated at the ex- 
pense of the body. The legislative 
part of the human system is fostered 
and the executive neglected. 

Physical development has received 
encouragement in the colleges, but it 
has been simply in the way of sport. 
It has hardened the muscles, but has 
not trained them in usefulness to 
society. This defect in the educa- 
tional system of the country is per- 
ceived and a remedy called for. A 
revolution in school methods will 
doubtless be the consequence. Tech- 
nical education and manual trainin 
will be considered a necessary part o 
academical instruction, and there will 
be more mechanics and fewer clerks 
in the generations that are to come. 

Education should by all means be 
practical. There is no need to abolish 
the intellectual part of it in order to 
introduce the physical. Skilled in- 
dustry is what is wanted. How to do 


something and do it well should be 
the aim of youth. Excellence in any 
branch of human labor must be de- 


sired and achieved. The natural bent 
of mind and adaptation of taste and 
person to various occupations ought 
to be studied. Trades should be made 
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honorable and desirable, and profes- 
-sions should not be exalted, as now, 
beyond measure. Production ought 
to be honored more than distribution, 
and art be placed on a level with 


science. 

With all the valuable and practical 
instructions of our leaders on this 
subject, little or nothing has been 
done in Utah in the desired direction. 
The absurd policy of the Government 
in withholding the use of the school 
lands until Statehood is achieved, has 
hindered the progress of education in 
the Territories. In the time when 
help is most needed it is denied, and 
when it can be better dispensed with 
it will be granted. But in spite of 
this drawback, Utah has rapidly ad- 
vanced in school affairs, and stands in 
favorable comparison with much older 
and matured communities. And now 
the ideas advanced by President 
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| Young should be taken up and, as 


soon as possible, brought into practi- 
cal service. Boys should be fitted for 
various useful occupations, as well as 
taught the proverbial three R’s. Girls 
should bs trained for duties suitable 
to their sex and to be good house- 
wives, or at least good housekeepers. 

This is an important subject, and 
needs tv be thoroughly impressed 
upon the professional instructors of 
our youth. It will have to be thought 
out first and then, as opportunity 
offe ey into practice in our 
oc nT or the same defects percepti- 
ble in the general school system of 
the country will make the same evils 
here as are felt in every part of this 
nation, where labor seems to be re- 
garded as degrading and only fit for 
the uneducated. Something must be 
done to prevent this, and that with- 
out delay.— Deseret News.

WE often hear of the “ good old days 
of yore.” Why deprive our children 
of the enjoyment of those old days?

When one goes home on a 
freezing night he can sit by a wood 
fire, roasting on one side while freez- 
ing on the other, and reading by the 
dim light of tallow dip instead of the 
blaze of a gaslight or the more agree- 
able light of kerosene. If he under- 
takes a journey, instead of getting 
into the cars and going where he 
wishes, the best he can do is to take 
the stage at four times the cost and 
ten times the discomfort of the cars. 
Lat these and other improvements be 
forbidden and “good old days” be 
brought back, how long would it be 
before an extra session of the legisla- 
ture would be demanded to knock 
“the good old days” into splinters, 
and to restore the much better modern 
days which we now enjoy, and for 
which we ought to be most devontly

REPENTANCE. 


“ REPENT ye, repent ye, for the kingdom of heaven is at hand,” was the cry 
of John the Baptist in the wilderness of Judea: “Except ye repent ye shall 
all likewise perish” proclaimed Jesus to the inhabitants of Palestine: “ Re- 
pent every one of you,” said Peter to those who asked him on the day of 
Pentecost what they should do. Let it be remembered that these authorized 
servants of God cried repentance to a people who believed in Moses and the 
prophets, and consequently they would attach that meaning to the word 
* repent,” that is given to it in the writings of the prophets; and what mean- 
ing was attached to that word is plainly manifest by the prophet Ezekiel, 
who came with the word of the Lord to the house of Israel, saying: 

** Therefore I will judge you, O, house of Israel, everyone according to his ways, saith 
the Lord God. Repent, and turn yourselves from all your transgressions; s0 iniquity 
shall not be your ruin. Cast away from you all your transgressions whereby ye have 
transgressed; and make you a new heart and a new spirit.” 

It will be observed that the idea expressed by this command to repent, is 
that Israel should turn from all their transgressions and cast them away 
from them; and such is the signification which those who listened to the 
teachings of John, of Jesus, and of the apostles would attach to the word 
repent. And such is its true signification. It is vividly expressed in the 
sentence, “ Let him that stole, steal no more:” so with every one who has 
been guilty of any manner of iniquity, God’s command to him to repent 
means that he shall turn away from that iniquity and do it no more. 

We may say then, that repentance is a heart-felt sorrow for sin and a turn- 
ing away from that which is evil. But the world have come to regard repent- 
ance as merely sorrowing for sin, unattended with that reformation of life | 
which is always associated with true repentance. Paul would say that such 
repentance had need to be repented of; he would call it “the sorrow of the 
world which worketh death,” while Godly sorrow, or true repentance worketh 
a reformation of life (2 Cor. vii, 9, 10). God delights in substance more than 
in form, in reality more than in pretense, in actual turning away from that 
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which is evil, than in hypocritical mourning and groaning over sinful acts: 
He is not well pleased with those 

** Who sin so oft have mourned, 

Yet to temptation run;” 
and that this is true is plainly evident from all His dealings with His chil- 
dren since the world began. A striking illustration of it is to be found in the 
items of history contained in the 7th and 8th chapter of Zechariah. It ap- 
pears that the Jews who were in captivity at the time, sent Sherezer and Regem- 
melech, avd their men to enquire of the Lord through the prophets if they 
should fast and weep in the fifth month, as they had done for so many years; 
and when the word of the Lord came to Zechariah, He upbraided them for 
their hypocrisy in the. past in their fasting and weeping, for they had not 
done it unto Him, and in giving His final answer to these messengers He 
said: 

‘* These are the things that ye shall do; speak ye every man the truth to his neighbor; 

execute the judgment of truth and peace in your gates: and let none of you imagine evil 
in your hearts against his neighbor: and love no false oath: for all these are things that 
I hate, saith the Lord” (Zech. viii, 16, 17). 
And He tells them if they will do these things the fast of the fifth month 
and the fast of the seventh, and of the tenth should be to the house of Judah 
joy and gladness and cheerful man tes “Therefore,” said the Lord, “love the 
truth and peace.” 

The Lord has not chinged since those days, and when He sends out His 
servants in this dispensation to cry repentance to this generation, He means 
by that that men shall turn from that which is evil and do it no more; and 
He emphasizes this ery of repentance in these days by adding the warning 
that the hour of His judgment is nigh, and those judgments will surely fall 
upog those who fail to repent. R. 


THE OLD STORY. 


From our Utah exchanges we learn that Deputy Marshal Thompson, who shot 
and killed Brother E. M. Dalton, after passing through the farce of a trial, 
has been acquitted and turned loose upon the community. The action of the 
jury—composed as it was of his friends—in acquiting him will fail to abolish 
the enormity of his crime or the fact of his guilt. 

Nothing in the evidence given in the case would justify the conclusion that 
Brother Dalton made any effort to escape—indeed the time between the sum- 
mons to halt and the firing of the murderous shot was too brief for him to 
make any such demonstration, and even if such an effort had been made, 
since he was only charged with a misdemeanor, the officer was not justified 
in killing him. §So there is no excuse fur the murderous deed. It was as 
cruel as it was uncalled for, and is an evidence of the murderous hate which 
burns in the breasts of tnefenemies of the Saints of God. 

So far as the acquital of the assassin is concerned it is no surprise. The 
grand jury that indicted him was a body of men that he himself bad chosen, 
and were all his political friend:. When they heard of the killing they im- 
mediately left Beaver in a body to the protection of their friend, fearing that 
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the peuple incensed at such a deed would in their fury wreak vehgeance on 
the murderer, and they brought him to Beaver more in the role of a hero 
than one over whom hung the shadow of a great crime, and refused to enter- 
tain a more serious charge against him than that of man-slaughter. The trial 
jury was made up exciusively of non-“ Mormons,” and hence his political 
friends; the attorney prosecuting him made a special plea in his behalf and 
justified the deed; the judge on the bench was not to be out-done by these 
friends of the assassin, and therefore in his charge to the jury practically in- 
structed them to acquit the prisoner—under all these circumstances the 
result of the trial was a fore-gone conclusion. 

It is not to human tribunals that the Saints can look for the infliction of 
just retribution upon those who despoil them of their goods, excite the pre- 
judice and the hatred of the world against them, unjustly cast them into 
prison or shed their blood; it does indeed appear that vengeance is God’s, 
and that He will repay, for of the scores of the Saints who have been killed 
in this generation, in no instance have the assassins been brought to answer 
for their crimes. But for all that justice will not slumber forever, and the 
cries of those under the altar that have been slain fur the word of God and 
the testimony which they held, will prevail with the Lord, and He will 
avenge them of their enemies. R. 


It would appear that the Territorial authorities of Arizona are awakening 
to a sense of the wrongs which they have inflicted upon the Latter-day 
Saints by passing the infamous test-oath law which stripped the Saints of 
their political franchises; and are trying to undo the mischief inflicted by 
the unjust measures pased by the last legislature. A bill repealing the test- 
oath law has already passed both houses of the legislature, and only needs 
the signature of the Governor to make it a law. And Governor Zulick will 
readly sign the bill, since he called the attention of the legislature to the in- 
famy of the test-oath law in his message, and recommended the enactment 
of some such measure. : 

We congratulate the Saints of Arizona on tbis restoration of a part of their 
political liberties, and look forward to the time when the national Congress 
will see their error and repeal the unjust and unconstitutional laws now being 
enacted against the Saints; and that day will come as sure as justice and 
judgment are attributes of God. And those who have been so weak as to 
urge the passage of those unjust laws to please the prejudiced multitude and 
thus gain popular favor, will be despised and deemed infamous. 


THE season will soon be here when the emigration of the Saints to Zion will 
again commence; and our advice to those who have their faces set Zion-ward 
would be to do all in their power to get their genealogies as far back as they 
possibly can, so that when an opportunity comes for them to go into the 
temple of God, they may make it a blessing to their progenitors as well as to 
themselves, and become in very deed saviors on Mount Zion. Much time, ex- 
pense and anxiety may be saved by making an effort to gather up all the in- 


formation that can possibly be obtained now that they are in the land of 
their forefathers.

UTAH NEWS. 
(Summarized from Territorial Papers.) 


During the last month the Bear Lake people have experienced the severest 
blizzards ever known in that section of the country. 

Ex-Governor Eli H. Murray has been admitted to the bar of the Territorial 
Supreme Court. The motion for his admission was made by Prosecuting 
Attorney Dickson. 


Diphtheria is raging with considerable violence in Emery County—seven 
or eight deaths have recently occurred at Ferron, and nearly twenty cases 
were existing a few days ago. 


The Arizona Legislature, on the 13th of January, passed a bill, introduced 
by Stephens, of Graham County, repealing the anti-‘‘ Mormon” test-oath law 
enacted at the last session of that legislature. The vote in the Council stood 
ten to two for repeal. 


The Edmunds-Tucker Bill, the principal features of which are stated on 
the first page of this issue of the Star, passed the Houses of Representatives 
in the United States Congress, on the 13th of January, but the Senate refused 
to accept the Tucker substitute for the original bill. A conference was 
asked and Senators Edmunds, Ingalls and Pugh were appointed conferrers on 
the part of the Senate. 


United States Deputy Marshal Thompson, the murderer of E. M. Dalton, 
was acquited by the jury which tried the case. Assistant United States 
Prosecuting Attorney Varian, notwithstanding the law says that unlawful 
cohabitation is a misdemeanor, maintained that it was a felony, pure and 
simple, and therefore the Deputy was justified in shooting as he did. The 


argument of Varian was plainly for the defendant rather than against him. 
Defendant’s attorney was, of course, of the same opinion as the prosecution,

so was the judge, and helped along the argument; and the jury, after being 
out just twenty minutes, came in with a verdict of not guilty, hence the pro- 
secution, defense, the judge and jury were all of one heart and mind. The 
general verdict of people who heard the trial is that the whole affair was a 
concocted farce, the seeming and evident determination being to clear Thomp- 
son at all hazards. 


\ Lieut. R. W. Young, a grandson of the late President Brigham Young, 
recently applied for admission as an attorney in the Supreme and other courts 
of Utah. Mr. Young produced a certificate from the Supreme Court of the 
State of New York admitting him to practice in all the courts of that State. 
Hitherto it kas been the custom of the Utah courts, when an applicant for 
admission to the bar presented a certificate from the highest court of one of 
the States, to admit him without an examination, but, doubtless because Mr. 
Young is a “ Mormon,” the judges refused to follow this rule, and insisted 
that Mr. Young pass an examination. The gentleman refused to submit to 
this indignity. In addition to holding the certificate from the Supreme 
Court of New York, signed by the well known Judge Noah Davis, Mr. Young 
on the occasion of Major Gardner, Judge Advocate of the Eastern Depart- 
ment, United States Army, being assigned to special duty at Washington, 
was selected by the Secretary of War to succeed him, and was brevetted cap- 
tain, assigned a position on General Hancock’s staff, and for about two years 
occupied this, the leading legal office in the department of which General 
Hancock was chief. He gave perfect satisfaction in this important position, 
from which he retired on the death of General Hancock, having the approval 
of all his associate officers. 

Notwithstanding the infamy of the Edmunds-Tucker Bill, which, if it 
becomes law, will practically strip the Suints of every political right, there is 
a remarkable calmness among the people, the general tenor of the sentiments 
expressed being that it was nothing more than they had been led to expect 
by the predictions of their leaders. The reports in the papers say there was 
not so much as a suggestion of compromise, or sign of wavering. Comment- 
ing on the situation, one gentile business man said: ‘ Human nature is 
human nature the world over, and it would not be in human nature to see 150, 
000 people sit quietly down and know that the minority they had so long been 
fighting was placed over them without feeling a soreness, a disconteut and a jeal- 
ousy that it will take years to heal. They will be sullen, I fear, and have no 
heart for anything like going to work with a will tomakethecountry prosperous. 
As for the administration of affairs, I do not think the better class of Gentiles 
want to bother with the offices, and I greatly fear they will\be filled by a lot of 
second or third class politicians who have long been waiting for just some such 
thing as this chance fora livelihood. Take the small city orcounty offices, 
especially in places where there are no Gentile residents; oo Gentile of any 
responsibility is going there to reside for the paltry fees the office will bring 
him, and the place will have to be given to some scrub, who will make havoc 
with the finances.” 


Veritas, writing to the Salt Lake Herald, thus expresses his views on the 
Edmunds-Tucker Bill: “For one, I feel cheerful in the knowledge that the 
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darkest hour is before daybreak, and that we are nearing the end, not of our 
existence as a people, but the end of persecution. The decision against the 
Son of God, and the terrible suffering and death of God’s anointed brought 
salvation to the world. The language in holy writ is coincident with our 
condition: “ Let us kill the heir and the inheritance will be ours.” Let us 
disfranchise the Mormons (which means political death) and the land is ours 
Let the people have no fear, the day of God’s power is at hand. Be patient 
Latter-day Saints, and bide God’s time and method. The nations have failed 
to learn from the experience of others, and it appears that they will only 
learn by the things they must suffer. As an American citizen, there is no 
act that can be committed against myself or my brethren that will shake my 
confidence in the final triumph of constitutional liberty. My love of righ 
grows as I see the many wrongs that are perpetrated under the color of law, 
and should I have to seal my testimony with my blood, I hope to be able to 
pray for forgiveness for those who are laboring to destroy this people. The 
bands are being drawn tighter that bind us together and make us one, The 
pillow of the men who have been instrumental in forbidding us to worship 
God according to the dictates of our conscience, will be no place of rest, as 
they shall be folded in the arms of the fierce monster death. There is no law 
of Congress that will turn the enemy aside. It is appointed unto all men 
once to die and after that—the judgment.” 


John Hailey, Deligate from Idaho to the American Congress, has leteodaend 
a bill in the House calculated to work futher hardship to the Latter-day 
Saints. The bill contains the following provisions: “ No person or persons, 
male or female, who practices bigamy, polygamy, celestial or plural marriage 
or unlawful cohabitation, or who belongs to any order, organization or asso- 
ciation, whose members thereof, or any of them, practice, teach, counsel or 
advise or in any way encourage others to practice bigamy, polygamy, celestial 
or plural marriage or unlawful cohabitation shall be allowed to vote or hold 
office of any kind in any Territury of the United States, nor shall they be 
allowed to locate on any of the public lands in any of the Territories of the 
United States under any of the laws regulating the location of the public 
lands or otherwise, nor shall they be allowed to procure title to land or real 
estate of any kind whatever by purchase or otherwise in any of the Territories 
of the United States so long as they belong to such order, organization or 
association. Nor shall any person, male or female, who has been a member 
of such order, organization or association, ever be allowed to vote or hold 
office, or locate on or hold public land, or procure title to land or real estate 
of any kind whatever in any of the Territories, until such person or persons 
have proven to the satisfaction of the Judge of the District Court in the 
district in which they reside, by at least two reliable persons under oath, that 
he or they have absolved themselves from every and all allegiance to such 
order, organization or association, and that they have been so absolved from 
such order, organization or assocition for, at least, one year last past. Such 
person or persons shall also be required to take and subscribe to an oath 
before such judge to the effect that they will} support and obey the Con- 
stitution and laws of the United States and Territory, and that they forever 
renounce all allegiance to such order, organization or association as named in 
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
